RING REINSTATED 
BY POWER BOARD 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—(/)— 
The power commission today rein- 
stated one of the two men whose dis- 
missal precipitated the recent conflict 
between the senate and the White 
House over recall of the nominations 
of three commissioners.

A new world language, called “An- 
glic,” has been launched by R. E. 
Zachrisson, professor of the English 
language at the Upsala University 
in Sweden, reports The Times. This 


i new tongue is not, like its predeces- 


sors, an artificial language, but pure 
English, although with a highly sim- 
plified system of spelling. An organiza- 
tion, called the Anglic Fund, with its 
seat in Upsala, has been created, and 
a special journal, “The Anglic Edue- 
kaeshonal Revue,” has been founded. 

“English in Easy Spelling” and 
“World English in Easy Spelling” are 
the titles of two pamphlets explaining 
the underlying idea. Professor Zach- 


English, points out that Thomas 
Smith, Queen Elizabeth's chancellor, 
already in 1560 tried to reform the 
English spelling. Since then about 
seventy different systems have been 
worked out. The reason why they all 
failed was that the reformers wanted 
to spell English phoneticallly, thus 
causing a definite break with old 
English spelling traditions. Instead 
Professor Zachrisson 


and has been able to find out stat: | 


istically which is the most frequent 
spelling of a certain sound, 

Thus, for instance, the sound “i” 
is most often spelt “ie,’ and this spel- 
ling, therefore, in Anglic becomes the 
rule for the present-day “i,” thus 
Friday, Friedae; ride, ried; buy, bie;

In this way the present-day eight- 
een different speilings of that sound 
have been reduced to one.

After 20 lessons of 90 minutes each 
his pupils were able to read, write 
and converse fluently in English, al-

, Professor L. S. Molette has been 
|appointed to carry on the work among 
_the teachers of negro vocational ag- 
‘riculture schools of the state, with 
, headquarters at the Ceorgia Industrial 
| College for Colored Youths at Savan- 
‘nah. He will assume the new respon- 
‘sibility immediately. 

+ Professor Molette’s duties will be 
, primarily that of an itinerant teacher- 
| trainer, visiting the various negro vo- 
cational schools over the state, carry- 
| ing with him an exhibit of various 
'farm and shop tools, assisting the 
_teachers of the schools in the selection 
| of equipment needed for their particu- 
lar needs, and in carrying out the 
regulations prescribed by the state vo- 
cational board. 

During the past ten years, the new 
assistant supervisor has taught yoca- 
‘tional agriculture in Georgia, having 
been connected with the Georgia Nor. 
mal and Industrial school at Albany 
and the Fort Valley High and Indus- 
trial school. He has a B. S. A. degree 
from Hampton Institute in Virginia 
where he specialized in agricultural 
education. 

In 1930, Professor Molette conduct- 
el a superior department of vocation- 
al agriculture at the Fort Valley 
school, where under his direetion have 
been bought co-operatively Austrian 
winter p s, commercial fertilizers, 
sweet potato slips, and pure-bred cot- 
ton seeds. For several years their 
project exhibits at the Southeastern 
Fair have won first prizes. 

In announcing the new 
ment, Mr. Chapman stated: 

“It is the purpose of the state vo- 
cational board to establish demonstra- 
tion schools over the state, which are 
to be yisited regularly by Professor 
Molette, who will be engaged in study- 
ing the basic needs of the negro 
schools and communities, and it is up 
to him to see that the program is put 
into effeet.” 

The tentative specific working pro- 
gram of Professor Molette, as outlined 
by the Georgia State Board for Voca- 
tional Education, consists of : 

“The making of a community .ur- 
vey for use as a basis for determin- 
ine the recommended supervised prac- 
tice programs of the various school 
and commynity activities. 

*Prepareja recommended superyised 
practice program for each class and 
type of vocational agriculture instruc-

“Make preliminary report on classes 
to be taught, pupils, enrollment, and 
the supervised program to be carricd 
out by each pupil.

“To assist negro vocational teachers 
along all lines of work, and prepare a 
list of reference material, including 
books, magazines, bulletins and charts. 

“Assist teachers in preparing plans 
for the marketing of the projects of 
the pupils of the schools.

“Assist teachers in the promoting of 
appropriate farm shop work. 

“Supervise demonstration teachin-~. 

“Kneourage teachers to establish 
forestry school projects under the su- 
pervision of Georgia forestry service.” 

Speaking of the progress of negro 
agricultural education in Georgia, Mr. 
Chapman said: 

“Many negro vocational teachers 
have been doing outstanding work dur- 
ing the past few years, especially in 
the way of putting over a diversificd 
farming program among both children 
and adults of the colored communities 
where schools are located. 

“Probably the best example of this 
type of work is being carried on by 
the school at Keysville, Ga., whe-ze 
more than 50,000 cans of vegetables 
were canned in one year,” he contin- 
ued, 

Mr. Chapman also stated that the 
state board was very much interested 
in the work which has been earried on 
under the direction of Alva Tabor, the 
negro supervisor, saying that with 
funds available the board expects co 
increase the number of these schools 
over all sections of the state, where 
the proper teachers and co-operation 
can be obtained.

In fact, every con- 
‘sideration dictated that our army 
'should in no sense be in a subordinate

Although we were generally com- 
mitted to operate with or near the 
I'rench, the selection of the actual 
front was largely dependent upon the 
ports and lines of communication 
available. It was therefore necessary 
to consider the different possibilities 
of the problem as a whole before mak- 
ing final decision. Every  consider- 
ation dictatec that our army should be 
in no sense in a subordinate relation. 

It was finaliy decided we should 
use the ports of Bordeaux and St. 
Nazaire. It was’ likewise estimated 
that the rail li.es leading to the 
Lorraine sector, with collateral routes 
available, could be improved to meet 
our needs. 

‘Then it became necessary to deter- 
mine the sector where our forces, 
fighting as a unit, would be most ef- 
fective. After lengthy study and con- 
sultation with allied leaders, it was 
logical to conclude that from the 
purely military standpoint the em- 
ployment of the American armies on 
the Lorraine front would prove the 
most beneficial. .In conference with 
General Petain, who had reached the 
‘same conclusion, the decision was 
‘made accordingly. 

It was necessary to have a par- 
| ticular sector in mind to plan definite- 
ly and construct requisite rail and 
(distributing facilities. It was tenta- 
‘tively understood between General 
_Petain and myself that the American 
‘sector should include the St. Mihiel 
‘salient. 1 suggested that the first 
‘American offensive would naturally 
be its reduction. He fully agreed. 

Effect of Opening Victory. 

The strategical advantages and the 
moral effect of an initial American 
ucecess there were .so evident that 
,even then we entered into a more 
or less detailed discussion of the pro- 
posal. A few weeks later I formally 


| approved a draft of the plan for the 


first operation, which, at that time, 


'we calculated could be carried out in 
'the following spring or summer, 


A suggestion was made bythe 
in America that we 
should operate on the Vosges front, 
but suecess there could have had no 
decisive effect since no vital arteries 
of communication nor _ important 
enemy territory lay beyond the Vosges, 
and the idea was not seriously con- 
sidered. It was not evident why this 
proposal should have been made ex- 
cept, perhaps, to set us thinking of 
a front as far from the British as 
possible at a time when the latter 
were presenting arguments in favor 
of our serving farther to the west. 

Major Grayson M. P. Murphy, head 
of the Red Cross in France, and his 
assistant, James H. Perkins, called 
at my headquarters June 17 to dis- 
cuss co-operation with the army. It 
was decided the Red Cross could best 
handle its work if given a semi-offi- 
cial status, so Major Murphy was 
attached to my headquarters. 

It was the French situation that 
gave me the gravest concern. Pacifist 
sentiment was prevalent in France 
and in many quarters there was talk 
of a peace parley. This pessimistic

The first section of the first divi- 
sion convoy had brought to St. 
Nazaire, the headquarters, the 16th 
infantry, two battalions of the 2&th 
infantry, one battalion of the Oth 
marines, and some motor transport 
troops and stevedores. To see the 
naval vessels and transports flying tbe 
American flag in the harbor gave us 
all a thrill of pride. It was a pleasure 
to meet the naval commander, Rear 
Admiral Albert Gleaves, who was to 
have general charge of the convoy 
system. 

The regiments of the division had 
all served under my command at.one 
time or another. They were now, 
however, composed of a large percent- 
age of recruits and would have to go 
through a long jeriod of training. 
After a few days spent in the canton- 
ment at St. Nazaire, the infantry 
of the division was sent to the train- 
ing area of Gondrecourt, north of 
Neufchateau, and the artillery’ to 
Valdshon, near Belfort. 

Major General William L. Sibert, 
who had won distinction as an engi- 
neer in the construction of the Pan- 
ama~canal, was in command of the 
first division. 

The two infantry brigades were 
commanded by Brigadier Generals Rh. 
L. Bullard and Omar Bundy, both of 
whom had many years of line service 
behind them. I had known all three 


‘ot the general officers, as we were 
cadets together at the academy. al- 
ithough all belonged to ciasses ahead 
,of mine. 

I assembled the general officers and 
the regimental and battalion com- 
manders who had arrived and gave 
them a brief outline of the allied 
situation and explained the tentative 
plans for the training and employ- 
ment of our troops. They were cau- 
tioned regarding the observance of 
censorship rules and were directed 
under no circumstances to permit the 
discussion of military affairs with 
people not in the service, or even with- 
in the army, particularly regarding 
the members and movements of troops, 
except officially. 

It had been arranged that the reg- 
ulations rc«stricting reference to the 
allied armies by the press should 
apply to the American forces. But to 
my utter surprise the French and 
British papers, in their eagerness 
to let their people know that. the 
elements of the American army had 
really reached France, carried full ac- 
counts of the arrival of this convoy, 
giving the port of debarkafion, the 
designation of units and the number 
of men. 

The publication of this piece of 
news was in open contravention of the 
censorship rules and called for imme- 
diate steps to prevent further infrac- 
tions. My vigorous protest resulted in 
our pla-ing in the French press bu- 
reau an American representative to 
whom all matter regarding our army 
was to be submittee for approval. 

The rules of censorship were pre- 
scribed in considerable detail, but they 
were not always wisely applied. as 
no two censors ever construed them 
alike. To be on the safe side, the 
censor often eliminated from press 
dispatches and personal correspon- 
dence information that was harmless, 
but in the main few errors were made. 
In the enforesment of the regulations 
it was a question o. deciding between 
giving our anxious people at home 
facts which they had every right to 
know and the necessity of keeping the 
enemy in the dark regarding our 
numbers, plans and movements. 

There is no doubt, however, that the 
suppression of news prevented our 
people from obtaining a clear and 
contemporaneous conception of the 
great and often brilliant achievements 
of our armies and left such knowledge 
to be gleaned from meager accounts by

BELIEVED NEARER 


16.—(/)—India’s 
dream of self-government appeared 
much nearer realization today as the 
round-table conference began its final 
plenary session than when Kinz 
George inaugurated the negotiations 
nine weeks ago. 

Frime Minister Ramsay MacDon- 
ald, with the declaration that “a sub- 
stantial measure of agreement © has 
been arrived at on the main grouni# | 
plan,” for framing a federal constitu- | 
tion for India, formally opened the 
plenary session at St. James’ palace. 
Cheers greeted his proposal for con- 
tinuation without interruption of the : 
work started in London. | 

The round-table sessions will end 
Monday after Mr. MacDonald has 
proclaimed the British government's 
policy, and the delegates, numbering 
nearly 100, will leave for India. 

One broadside of denunciation was 
voiced by the Indian labor leader, 
Shiva Rao, who intimated that the 
message he would take back to In- 
dian workers would be that the out- 
line for a federal government as con- 
ceived at London was unacceptable to 
them. 

Delegates from the European com- 
munity in India, in their final analy- 
sis of the conference work, likewise 
were pessimistic ; much more so than 
in previous statements at the round 
table. 


INDIAN RIOTING 
BREAKS OUT ANEW 

BOMBAY. India. Jan. 16.—(4)— 
Defiant Indians affiliated with Ma-! 
hatma Gandhi's congress party today 
gave Bombay one of the most anxious 
periods it has had in many months, 
and 250 of them were sent to hos- 
pitals after street fights with police 
and soldiers. 

They had tried to establish a com- 
plete “hartal,” which is a general ces- 
sation of all work, but the ‘police were 
ready for them. Five thousand police- 
men and 500 British soldiers mobi- 
lized at strategic points prevented the 
hartal from reaching the proportions 
its authors intended. 

But they could not prevent a series 
of riots which in the’ industrial 
suburb of Lalbagh resulted in gun- 
fire.
